Washington, May 11.—Informal 
suggestions from the French govern- 
ment that debt payments to the 
United States be made dependent 
upon collection of reparations from 
Germany have been rejected by this 
government. * 

When the new French government 
came in recently, conversations were 
begun between American Ambassador 
Herrick and Finance Minister Cail- 
laux. The French official suggested 
that France might be able to under- 
take payments if the United States 
would agree to accept a share of the 
annuities collected from Germany 
under the Dawes plan. ‘This infor- 
mal suggestion was relayed to Wash- 
ington by Ambassador Herrick, but 
he was advised that the plan would 
not be acceptable. 

The . Uniged. States has steadfastly 
refused to link the debts with Ger- 
many .reparations and declines to 
change that volicy now. It regards 
the obligations of the European gov- 
ernments to the United States as: in- 
depe t. debts, and .does.. not. be- 
lieve the payment of them should be 
conditioned upon collection of repara- 
‘tions from Germany. 

This issug was decided several years 
ago when Lord Balfour attemptel to

Paris. May 11.—(By the Associated 
this Press.) -— Native Morocean troops, 
under the#command of French of- 
ficers, participated successfully today 
in operations in establishing a solid 
barrie: along the front where Abd- 
El-Krim’s Riffian forces are concen- 
trated. .

from it. 

“Well, thank God, I have sold it,” 
remarked a friend to me +'* other day 
about a piece of property he owned. 
I was quite surprised for I had long 
admired his holding. 

“You see it was like this,” he ex- 
plained. “I had nothing but taxes. 
assessments and worry so long as I 
held it and so I let it go.” I noted 
his evident relief and smiled to myself 
as we parted. He was much happier 
without property. |

Power without responsibility is one 
cf the most dangerous things in the 
world—dangerous to everybody. When 
you give a group power over indus- 
try the only way to make that power 
safe is to give the group responsibil- 
ity in industry. Diffusion of ownet- 
ship in industry means greater re- 
¢ponsibility. 

It is clear, I think, that employees 
so far outnumber employers that they 
can get by political means most of the 
things that they are unable to get by 
industrial means, They have tle pow- 
er to tax the power to make laws on 
which the safety and prosperity of in- 
dustry depend. 
| But the place to settle the issues of 
industry is inside industry and any 
method of increased responsibility that 
will accomplish this is not only the- 
oretcally good but practically neces- 
sary. I believe that employees should 
have a.definite interest in the conduct 
of industry and interest, if possible, 
as part owners. In this greater dif- 
fusion of ownership, however, it must 
be strongly borne in mind that no 
measure of increased power or control 
to employees should interfere with the 
continuing success of industry with its 
efficiency or with the increase and 
betterment of production. I mean by 
this that free access to the councils 
and control of industry should not be 
given faster than the ability, training 
and sense of responsibility of its work- 
men and executives justify.

questions difficult to settle. Doubts 
and fears start suspicion and cause 
friction. 

The cycle of business does not run 
with the calendar.

Of course, the final solution to our 
industrial problems must come through 
an real and adequate education for 
the masses—an education that will fit 
them for great and greater respons:- 
bility. is can only be obtained 
through a greater margin of leisure 
and through greater earning power 
as compared with the cost of living. 
This in turn depends upon the suc- 
cessful operation of industry and upon 
increased production. For it is only 
out of greater production that pro- 
gressively higher wages, lower prices, 
greater leisure and finally greater re-

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THROUGH THE SKIN, 

Why is it, a thoughtful reader asks, 
that 12 to 24 hours after one has 
‘eaten certain foods, such as roasted 
chicken or turkey or toasted bread, 
the odor of these things may be de- 
tected apparently through the pores of 
the skin? 

I do not know about the items 
mentioned, but a great many substan- 
ces are partly eliminated through 
the sweat, In the list are alcohol, 
ipecac, iodin, mercury, sulphur, bro- 
min, opium, the essential oils (such as 
peppermint) and some of the balsams. 
There is an od and often helpful 
remedy against various suppurtive 
conditions, Calcium sulphid, which 
when administered internally, presént- 
ly gives the sweat a marked odor, 
such an odor as an unsophisticated 
person might readily ascribe to “im- 
purities” being thrown out by the skin. 
It is nothing else than the peculiar 
oder of hydrogen sulphid which is the 
odor that gives character to ancient 


eggs. 

But the thoughtful reader who in- 
quires about this permeability of the 
unbroken normal skin unnecessarily 
introduces “pores” into the question. 
A pore is an opening through which 
something is extruded, excreted or 
thrown out. ‘The human skin has no 
pores, and all theories or fancies pred- 
icated on the opening or closing of 
the pores of the skin are fairy tales. 
Little boys who are brought up in 
sawmills are happy because they do 
not have to bother to close any doors 
—there being no doors in the sawmills. 
You and I should try to_be resigned 
and contented with our lot in life, 
for we need never worry about wheth- 
er our pores are open or closed, unless 
we are built on a plan entirely dif- 
ferent from the general plan of human 
beings. 

Sweat consists practically of water, 
pure water, containing a good dash 
of common salt, and nothing else of 
any importance. The peculiar odors 
which are more or less characteris- 
tie of the sweat of different races and 
different individuals are due to the 
presence of insignificant traces of fat- 
ty acids (lactic, butyric, acetic, valeri- 
anie and others). Every phvsiologist 
knows that the saveat is insignificant 
7 far as elimination is concerned, and 
that no waste matter or poison of any 
kind is carried out of the system 
through the sweat, to all practical 
purposes. The real function of the 
sweat is the regulation of the body 
heat. The ill effects produced by 
varnishing or otherwise covering most 
of the skin surface with ar impervious 
substance which prevents the flow of 
the sweat, are due solely to interfer- 
ence with the heat regulation and not 
to any poisoning of the system by re- 
tained toxic or waste matter. In 
man, no ill effect occurs when less 
than half the skin surface is covered 
with such occlusive materials; there 
is no harm in completely checking the 
sweat of limited surf:ce of skin. 
In animals, the untoward effects from 
varnishing :. large surface of the skin 
may be prevented by simply keeping 
the varnished animal warm by arti- 
ficial means. 

The skin serves as a protective cov- 
ering, for the sense of touch, and as 
a thermostat for the body. but not 
for absorption and practically not as 
an excretory organ. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Diseased Tonsils. 
pd explain ill effect of diseased 
tonsils on the general health, and how 
one é¢an determine when tonsils are 
diseased. (L. P. E.) 

Answer—Ordinarily diseased tonsils 
are infected tonsils, and any ill ef- 
fects on the general health are due to 
the local infection or to focal infec- 
tions from the breeding places in the 
tonsils—such focal infections are rr- 
trritis, appendicitis, or valvular le- 
sions (endocarditis). To determine 
whether the tonsils are diseased, con- 
sult a physician for examination. 

he Left-Handed Child. 

Friends have a boy 4 years old, who 
usese his left hand for everything. 
They scold and threaten him with all 
sorts of things to make him use his 
right hand, but it is no use. They 
laugh at me when I suggest it is wise 
to allow the boy to make use of the 
left hand if he prefers to do so. 
told them a forced change may stunt 
his’ mind and make him stammer.

Answer—lIf my bor preferred to use 
his left hand he would use it. Ina 
good many instances where a naturally 
left-handed child has been forced to 
use the right hand for all fine wo-%. 
stuttering has occu . I am. not 
able to say. however, that the forced 
change is the cause of the stuttering. 
I believe, though, that it : unwise to 
interfere with the choice of nature in 
this matter of left-handedness. About 
‘four children in each 100 are natural- 
ly left-handed and there is no good rea- 
aon why they should not remain left 


handed. 
Salicylate Deafness. 

Kindly: tell me if sodium salicylate 
will after long continued use cause 
partial deafness. I have been taking 
it for rheumatism for two years, not 
constantly but whenever I feel twinges 
of the disease, and I find both mv ears 
a little affected. . - . . BH.) 

Answer—Any of the numerous sali- 
cylic compounds used as vain killers 
may cause deafness after a time.

TO DETECT AIRCRAFT 


Washington, May 11.—Rush orders 
have been issued by the war depart- 
ment to Frankford. Arsenal for the 
manufacture before June 1 of 18 sets 
of an ew type of sound locating de- 
vices intended for detection of air- 
craft at ieonsiderable distances. 

The order is in connection with the 
army program for extensive special 
target firing this summer at aerial 
targets to get accurate information 


as to the effectiveness of anti-aircraft 
guns of all types. The test firing is 
already in progress at posts in New 
York state and will be condueted at 
San Francisco, Honolulu and the 
Panama Canal Zone. ‘ 

The new sound locating device 
knewn as the “Exponential Horn,” 
and preliminary experiments indicate 
that it iwll have a range of eight 
miles in day time. Present locating 
devices are technically styled ‘“‘tele- 
sitometers” which employ a_  differ- 
ent principle for spotting the distant 
rumble of aircraft motors. The new 
device is expected to show greater 
necuracy as well as greater range 
than the present equipment. 

On the other side of the aircraft 
vs afiti-aircraft gun question, army 
ordnance experts have completed pre- 
liminary studies for a new 2,000- 
pound demolition bomb of increased 
power as a greater part of its weight 
will go into the Lursting charge. 

It will have a ground clearance 
factor that will make it available to 
present types of heavy bombers.

Savannah, Ga., May .11.—Speaking 
before the Atlantic Cotton association 
here this afternoon on the subject, 
“The Souta Redivivus,” Theodore 
Price, editor of Commerce and Fi- 
rance, opened his address by reading 


the prize-winning editorial, written by 


Robert Lathan in the Charleston 
News and Courier. The speaker de- 
clared that he concurred in the judg- 
ment of the Pulitzer judge in so far 
as the literiry qualities and political 
courage -renresented in the editorial, 
“The Plight of the South” was dis- 
sented, as a democrat, to the state- 
ments that “The south has today vir- 
tually no national program and yir- 
tually no netional leadership.” 


Questions Theory. 
Mr. Price said that he is forced to 


decline to share Mr. Lathan’s appre- 


hension for the south-on account of 
this section remaining solidly demo- 
cratic. Comparing the position of the 
south. with that of the east and west 
he found, he said, a slight advantage 
‘for the south over the rest of the 
country. 

“Because it has fewer big cities it 
is more conscious of its political re- 
sponsibilities,” he said. “At primaries, 
the real elections tn the south, the 
men between whom a choice must be 
made are generally well: known to 
most of those who go to the polls, 
and, as most southerners eat, drink 
and breathe politics from ‘the time

Coming from behind after being led 
by Tommy Milton, winner of th 


“event last year, Cooper, during the 


last 50 miles ran away with the field 
‘and crossed the fival mark with a lap 
margin. Harry Hartz, who dove 
steadily all the way, was in second 
and then came Milton. 
Cooper was acclaimed by the spec- 
tors when he was presented with 


a wreath of flowers immediately upon 


alighting from the race. Ten thou- 
gand dollars tonight also was his 
‘Bhare of the $25,000 urizes. Hartz 
received $5,000, while Milton’s sum 
was $2,750 

Others finishing in the money were 
Fred Comer, fourth; De Paolo, fifth; 
McDonogh, sixth, and Shafer, seventh, 
None of the other six starting en- 
tries were able to hold on throughout. 

Johnson’s Car Crashes. 

Reggie Johnson furnished the 
crowd with a thrill near the halfway 
mark in distance when he careened 
into the inner railing of the track, 
somersaulted twice, and then climbed 
from his car into a waiting ambu- 
lance, A broken collar bone was the 
only injury suffered, however, it was 
declared later. 

The attraction, the second to be 
held at the local mile and quarter 
saucer, drew a crowd from all over 
the southeast, and was officially es- 
imated - at 15,000 more than that at- 
tending the initial race held here last 
fall. 

Thé@ drivers were off on the hour of 
two, with De Paolo taking a_ lead 
and widening it immediately over 
Cooper. The youngster, however, was 
forced into the pit early with tire 
trouble and never regained his posi- 
tion, although he ran a determined 
race that kept him at the forefront 
throughout. 

Cooper, however, was the favortte 
of a majority of the thousands gath- 
ered at the track, for*his driving was 
always spectac ular and when he pass- 
ei the flying Milton near the 200 
miles, it was apparent that he was 
the choice of the fans. 

| Hill in First Rank. 

Bennett Hill also ran in the first 
rank until he withdrew because of 
motor trouble immediately after pass- 
ing the 140th lap. Duray was an- 
other running well within the limit 
of leading money, being in third place 
until compelled to drive off the speed- 
way after passing the 100-mile line. 

Others starting who were forced to 
withdraw, were Doc Shaddue, Jerry 
Wonderlich and Frank Elliott. Won- 
derlich was tie first man to drop 
out, enceuntering a broken valve. 

Phil Shaefer, heralded as the “Tex- 
as Terror.’ found favor with the 
crowds, the ‘Texan holding on con- 
sistently to the finish although driven 
into his pit no less than five times. 

Tonight, thousands were leaving 
, the city by train and automobile, and 
the streets were taking on less of the 
festival appearance, with a light rain- 
fall beginning immediately after the 
race had been finished.

With a faint smile, the field marshal 
thanked her and then’ turned the 
flowers over to his daughter-in-law 
to whom Chancellor Luther had pre- 
sented a clustef of lilies of the valley. 

Von Hindenburg wore a black ever- 
coat unadorned wiiu medals and car- 
ried a yellow cane. He shook hands 
with the other dignitaries after which 
he bowed to the assembled reporters. 
At that moment, a mighty shout 
arose from the top of the embank- 
ment. where a great crowd had as- 
sembled. ‘The shouts and cheers were 
repeated with increased volume as he 
left the station to step into an auto- 
mobile. 

Planes Shower Flowers. 

As the party got under’ way, a 
fleet of nine airplanes rose from the 
field behind the station and acted as 
an eseort along the-way to Wilhelm- 
strasse. They showered flowers in 
the presidential motor, and frequent- 
ly dipped so low as to frighten the 
crowds straining their necks to get 


a glimpse of the field marshal. 
The policing arrangements cailed 


several hundred plain clothesmen, 
and they functioned: with old time 
Prussian precision. All traffic had 
been diverted, and the drive from 
the suburban station to the chancel- 
lor’s palace was accomplished in less 
than half an hour. The president- 
elect immediately retired to his pri- 
vate apartment and tonight was the 
guest of honor at a dinner given by 
the chancellor. 

Monarchy Colors Predominate. | 

It was late in the afternoon when 
3erlin began to stir and the crowds 
to eongregate along the route over 
which the field marshal could travel. 
In the vwesidential section. the old | 
monarchical colors again predominat- 
ed. while in the duown-town districts 
they led the republican flag by a 
slight margin.

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general assembly,” the resolutions set 
forth, “at its forthcoming session to 
pass the necessary legislation creating 
a psychiatric department to be under 
supervision of a regularly employed 
psychiatrist, and defining the duties 
of such a department to the end that 
the mentally deficient among. the 
prisoners of the state may receive 
proper attention.” . 
Call for Support. 

The resolution was sponsored by 
Mrs. Norman Sharp, president; Mrs. 
C. K. Ayers, chairman of prisons; 
Mrs. John R. Hornady and. Mrs, D. 
F, Stevenson, and it calls upon other 
civic organizations throughout the 
state to lend their influence to the 
movement, 

Preceding adoption of tbe resolu- 
tion, Judge Patterson addressed the 
club on the subject of prison re- 
form. 

“A question of paramount impor- 
tance,” he said, “is how should the 
criminal class be dealt with or pun- 
ished? It is the duty. of the prison 
commission to carry out, such punish- 
ment in such a manner as to cause 
the person offending to appreciate the 
enormity of his offense. and at the 
Same time to appreciate the fact that 
the law is merciful and is meant to 
bless the offender and not merely in- 
tended to wreak vengeance.” 

Classification System. 

The speaker described the present 
prison system and pointed out needs 
of the future. In this connection he 
said that “the first step is the es- 
tablishment of a psychiatric depart- 
ment for a study of the mental and 
physical condition of the convict.” 

“The second step,” he continued, 
“is a system of classification under 
which prisoners: may be placed in 
separate institutions according to 
their condition.” 

Mrs. Sharp, president, in intro- 
ducing Judge Patterson: stated that 
for several months the prison re- 
form committee of the club has made 
investigations through officials of 
Georgia and other states, gathering in- 
formation on the best methods of pro- 
cedure. She called special attention 
to the splendid system now being 
enforced in Indiana, where the state 
is enabled to pay the prisoner 
enough to provide something’ for his 
family, thereby giving him some in- 
centive for diligent labor. She stated 
that the campaign for prison reform 
in Georgia would be carried to other 
organizations, whose support would 
be enlisted.

MARKET ACTIVE 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New Orleans, May 11.—The cotton 
market was quite active at times to- 
day mainly due to brisk selling on 
account of the liberal rainfall in the 
central and eastern belt over Sun- 
day. HBefore the decline was checked 
July had dropped to 22.70 and Oc- 
tober to 21.94, or 45 to 52 points 
down from the previous close. The 
market then rallied about 16 points 
but in the Inst half. hour of trading 
weakness again developed and July 
eased off to 22.63 and October to 
21.86, or 53 to 59 points net lower.

The market closed near the lowest 
at net losses for the day of 45 to 
D3 points.

LOSSES ARE SEEN 
IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, May 11.—Wheat prices 
took a rapid downward swing today 
in the final hour. Curtailment of 
the United States visible supply to- 
tal proved to be less striking than 
was looked for, and the market closed 
heavy, 2 1-4 to 3c net lower, Mav 
1.59 1-2 to 1.59 3-4 and July 1.48 
to 1.48 1-4. Corn finished at 1-4c 
flecline to 3-Se advance, oats 1-4 to 
d-Se up and provisions with gains 
that varied from 15 to 35e. 

Wheat traders who tried to sell 
out after the visible supply _state- 
ment had been posted found that de- 
mand from buyers had been virtually 
filled up earlier when the market was 
scoring a decided advance. Disap- 
pointment, however, over the relative 
smallness of the visible supply de- 
crease of 2,217,000 bushels, was so 
pronounced tbat pressure to sell be- 
came general and values gave way 5 
to 6c -as compared with the day’s top 
figures. There was no subsequent 
rally, the finish being at- the lowest 
level reached on the late dewnturn. 
Absence of any important new ex- 
port business added to the weakness 
of the market. 

_Complaints of adverse crop condi- 
tions both for winter and spring do- 
méstic wheat had much to do with 
the early advance in prices. In par- 
ticular, reports from Ohio and Ifli- 
nois were unfavorable. Besides, lack 
of adequate moisture was reporied 
from various sections, notably west- 
ern Kansas and parts of South JDa- 
kota. A good deal of notice was also 
taken of 4,000,000 bushel decrease in 
the amount of wheat on ocean passage 
last week, and of

with a year hack. 

Corn averaged higher in price, de- 
spite the late decline in wheat.
